The latter 
have never sought to outrage the honour of a conquered people, their religion 
strictly warning them against it. If England, however, is led away by her present 
entente cordiale with Russia to help Armenia in achieving her independence or 
bringing about some such change in her Government as would weaken the control 
or prestige of Turkey there, it will give a severe shock to the feelings of the 
eight or nine krors of Musalmans in India. Besid s, when Armenia is made inde- 
pendent, Russia is sure to increase her influence there, and having done it, she will 
endeavour to retain it. England does not seem to care for the extension of the 
Russian power in Asia at present. But it does not bespeak wisdow and political 
foresight on her part to so unreservedly rely upon the words and pledges of a 
oung, autocractic Emperor, and alienate the affections of an old tried ally of hers, 
The writer hopes the British Statesmen will see sufficiently ahead to guard against 
future dangers arising from the present Anglo-Ruassian alliance at the expense of 


Turkey.

They do not now obtain even the same 
class of bullocks as they did before. A pair of good bullocks, which could be had 
for Rs. 60 before, cannot now be obtained even for Rs. 120. The result is that a 


tenant who had 10 cattle before has now only two. This reduction in the number

Formerly the tenants used to give corn even to their cattle to eat, but they are not 
now themselves able to take a hearty meal of food grains. Suppose a tenant, with 
a family of 6 members, had 40 bighds of culturable land 30 years ago. Fle sowed 20 
bighds at a time and let the other 20 bighds lie fallow His family, according to the 
average increase in population, has now doubled; and he must cultivate the whole 40 
bighdés now from year to year, and the necessary result of unceasing cultivation must 
be deterioration of the soil ; so that in course of some years the 40 bighds cease to 
yield even as much as 20 bighds did before. And thus it will be perceived that 
though the area of Jand under cultivation has increased from necessity of circum- 
stances, its productiveness has diminished. As regards the zamindars, they too have 
no inducement to improve their lands. They do not regard their zamindari estates 
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a share of their additional profits arising from the improyements they have made at 
their cost, and enhance the revenue at whatever rate per cent its sweet and absolute 
will directs it to do. Hence it is that zamindars do not care to improve their lands, 
and to be reasonable with them, no one need find fault with them for their indiffer- 
ence. No occupant of a rented house will lay out his money in making additions 
to and otherwise improving it so as to pay a higher rate of rent to its owner. The 
only remedy for all these evils 1s the permanent settlement of land, but the Govern- 
ment will not have recourse to it; because its expenses go on constantly increas- 
ing, and it cannot afford to let go such a good source of increasing its income ‘from 
time to time. But the Government is mistaken, When the people are kappy 
and contented, they will always come forward to help the Government whenever 
an exigency arises, When the frontier troubles arose in the time of Lord Dufferin, 
did not the Chiefs and the people alike show their readiness to help the Govern- 
ment in every way? The revenue assessments were increased several times in some 
villages, at the recent settlement in the Panjab, which must be breaking the hearts 
of the zamindars in that province. Even admitting that the villages in question 
admitted of the excessive enhancements, you cannot make the zamindars of those 
villages give up all at once the ease they enjoyed, and abolish the estab'ishments 
they had hitherto kept up with the incomes of their villages, in order to be able 
to pay the tremendously enhanced rates. The inevitable result of such sweep- 
ing and abrupt enhancements must be the ruin of many a zauindér. The writer 
thinks that if the Government docs not see its way to make permanent settlement 
of land all over India, it shouldat least make an announcement at a settlement to 
the effect that it will not enhance revenue at a rate of more than so much per 
cent at the next settlement. This would enable both the zamindars and tenants 
to know beforehand what possible enhancement they could be liable to if they 
improved their lands. ‘his would certainly induce zamindérs to invest money in 
improving their estates and thereby increase their income without the possibility of 
being made to share the same with the Government in any undue arbitrary propor- 
tion. At pews as the time for the revision of settlement draws near, both ‘the. 
tenants and zamindars let large portions of land lie waste, close wells, and stop 
irrigation from streams and ponds so as to lessen the value of their property. If 


the writer's suggestion were adopted, nobody would have any inducement to adopt

As the law stands at present, the Government has power to 
quarter punitive police in a disturbed area, the cost of which is realized from the 


entire residents of the place without making any distinction between the guilty and 


the innocent. It is nodoubt unjust that the innocent should also be made to share 
the cost of the punitive police. But the provision in the new Bill is equally unjust 
that a disturbance should be caused by bad characters, and good men who had no 
hand in it, not even stirring from their homes, should be made to contribute towards 
its penalty. Again, compensation will be caused to be given, to those who have 
suffered from a disturbance, by the party supposed to have brought it about. The 
District Magistrate will adopt these proceedings in his executive capacity against 


which no appeal is to be made to any Judicial Court, Sir Antony MacDonnell . 
contends that the men, from whom the cost of the extra police will be realized, will 
not be considered criminals, But this is the point in which lies the sting. Suppose 
a riot takes place in a district, and the District Magistrate and the police suspect 
_ such and such men to be the ringleaders and to have caused the disturbance. The
